When Council votes Monday night on 
whether to continue the city income tax 
beyond Dec. 31. its choice should be clear 
and easy. 
It boils down to a q u e jó n of k eeping 
the municipal government on a sound fi­ 
nancial basis or turning back the clock to 
the series o i crises that the city exper­ 
ienced only a few years ago. 
The tax has been collected almost con­ 
tinually for two years now. a change from 
the on-and-off status that was the rule in 
Its earlier hiMon,-. As a result, the city 
has pulled itself out of the debt that piled 
up in the years when it did not have suffi­ 
cient operating revenue Slowly but surely 
some permanent improvements have been 
made. 


MOST NOTABLY, work has started on 
a “ m aster p l ^ “ that promises to guide 
the city’s future growth and development 
—chimting a clear, forward path. 
The recreation program at Thompson 
Park and in otiier parts of the city has 
been broadened. City employes have been 
paid a living wage, including a well-de­ 
served increase and a couple of fringe 
benefits commtxi to most industry. 
Decrepit rolling stock has been replaced 
with serviceable, efficient truck s, particu­ 
larly In the street and Incinerator depart­ 
ments, and a new street sweeper has been 
acquired. 
At least 15 miles of secondarv- streets 
have been given hard surfaces In the last 
three years, with income tax revenue foot­ 
ing half the bill and property owners pay- 
Ing the balance. Existing black top street.s 
have been given seal coats that prolong 
their life and the remaining unsurfaced 
streets and alleys have been given coats 
of oil to lay summer dust. 
None of those things would have been 
possible without the revenue from the tax. 
In the first nine montiis of 19 64. the tax 
produced $248.206. according to the latest 
report filed with Council. 


NO ONE KNOW.S better than the mem­ 
bers of Council that It would have been 
Impossible to operate the municipal gov­ 
ernment at an>1hing lik e its present level 
of services without that added income 
And there was no real hardship on any­ 
one The tax costs wage-eamers. business 


and industry 80 cents on each $100 of in­ 
come — 18 on each SI.000. 
Of the anticipated income for 19 64. Coun­ 
cil appropnated $206.753 to bolster the gen­ 
eral fund. 
The general fund is the depositwy for 
virtually all revenue of the city. Out of it 
are paid the expenses of all the City Hall 
offices, the fire and police d e p ^ m e nts 
and most other municipal operations. 
The water and sewage departments are 
the only two that could be called ^If- 
sustaining They operate from 
s e r v i c e 
charges collected from the customers. 
A share of gasoline taxes and auto li­ 
cense fees turned back by the state l^lps 
operate the street departm ait. But income 
tax funds are needed, too, when the money 
from the state runs out. For instance, the 
last Income tax footed the bill for a $4.- 
(WW snow removal job after a crippling 
atorm last January. 
Property taxes help the general fund 
revenue, along with other miscellaneous 
receipts, such as a share of state sales 
tax revenue A 2W-mill levy finances the 
garbage and trash collections. And a 1- 
mill levy helps pay salaries in the fire 
department. 
The income from a 1-mill voted levy is 
pitifully small, however, com p ai^ with 
the city’s over-all needs. For instance, 
property owners would have been required 
to pay an additional ax mills to raise the 
over $240.660 the income tax produced m 
the first three quarters of 1%4. 


WHEN THE TAX was tested at the 
polls In November 1%3. voters gave a clear 
mandate for its continuance. 
They favored retaining the tax. 2.6 a to 
337_la majority of 666. in contrast to the 
rejections in previous tests. 
The tax was apnroved by wide margins 
In the Second and Fourth Wards and bv 
a .smaller majoritv In the Third Ward. 
Orly the First Ward voted against the 
retention of the ta x-a nd there the margin 
was only 23 votes. 
The intent of ar.y law in a democracv is 
to accomplish the’ “ greatest good for the 
greatest number ’’ 
That should be the guiding factor Mon­ 
day night when the tax comes to a vote. 
Its fate can broaden or cram p East Liv­ 
erpool’s future.

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Choice Should Be Clear, Easy 


When Council votes Monday night on 
whether to continue the city income tax 
beyond Dec. 31, its choice should be clear 
and easy. 
It boils down to a question of keeping 
the municipal government on a sound fi­ 
nancial basis or turning back the clock to 
the series of crises that the city exper­ 
ienced only a few years ago. 
The tax has been collected almost con­ 
tinually for two years now. a change from 
the on-and-off status that was the rule in 
its earlier history. As a result, the city 
has pulled itself out of the debt that piled 
up in the years when it did not have suffi­ 
cient operating revenue. Slowly but surely 
some permanent improvements have been 
made 


MOST NOTABLY, work has started on 
a “master plan’’ that promises to guide 
the city's future growth and development 
—charting a clear, forward path. 
The recreation program at Thompson 
Park and in other parts of the city has 
been broadened City employes have been 
paid a living wage, including a well-de­ 
served increase and a couple of fringe 
benefits common to most industry. 
Decrepit rolling stock has been replaced 
with serviceable, efficient trucks, particu­ 
larly in the street and Incinerator depart­ 
ments. and a new street sweeper has been 
acquired. 
At least 15 miles of secondary streets 
have been given hard surfaces in the last 
three years, with income tax revenue foot­ 
ing half the bill and property owners pav­ 
ing the balance. Existing blacktop streets 
have beer given seal coats that prolong 
their life and the remaining unsurfaced 
streets and alleys have been given coats 
of oil to lay summer dust 
None of those things would have been 
possible without the revenue from the tax. 
In the first nine months of 1964. the tax 
produced 1248.206. according to the latest 
report filed with Council. 


NO ONE KNOWS better than the mem­ 
bers of Council that it would have been 
Impossible to operate the municipal gov­ 
ernment at am-thing like its present level 
of services without that added income 
And there was no real hardship on any­ 
one The tax costs wage-eamers. business 


and industry 80 cents on each $100 of in­ 
come — $8 on each $1,000. 
Of the anticipated income for 1964. Coun­ 
cil appropriated $206,753 to bolster the gen­ 
eral fund 
The general fund is the depository for 
virtually all revenue of the city. Out of it 
are paid the expenses of all the City Hall 
offices, the fire and police departments 
and most other municipal operations. 
The water and sewage departments are 
the only two that could be called self- 
sustaining They operate from s e r v i c e 
charges collected from the customers. 
A share of gasoline taxes and auto li­ 
cense fees turned back by the state helps 
operate the street department. But income 
tax funds are needed, too. when the money 
from the state runs out. For instance, the 
last Income tax footed the bill for a $4- 
nnn snow removal job after a crippling 
storm last .January. 
Property taxes help the general fund 
revenue, along with other miscellaneous 
receipts, such as a share of state sales 
tax revenue A 24-mill levy finances the 
garbage and trash collections And a 1- 
mill levy helps pay salaries in the fire 
department. 
The income from a I-mill voted levy is 
pitifully small, however, compared with 
the city’s over-all needs. For instance, 
property owners would have been required 
to pay an additional six mills to raise the 
over $240 non the income tax produced in 
the first three quarters of 1964. 


WHEN THE TAX was tested at the 
polls In November 1963. voters gave a clear 
mandate for its continuance. 
They favored retaining the tax. 2.671 to 
3,337—a majority of 666. in contrast to the 
rejections in previous tests 
The tax was approved by wade margins 
In the Second and Fourth Wards and bv 
a smaller majority in the Third Ward 
Only the First Ward voted against the 
rot en ti on of the tax—and there the margin 


w a s only 23 vo*es.

and the wealthier people of the 
country as in previous years 
In fact, gifts above $100 were 
few in number and amounted 
to much less in total than in 
the I960 or 1956 campaigns. The 
surprising development is that, 
while total national contributors 
of record in the Republican par­ 
ty in 1960 numbered about 37.- 
000. the contributors this year 
increased to the unprecedented 
total of 800.000 And even these 
figures do not include women 
contributors giving $1 each 


THE SIGNIFICANCE of this 
Is not wholly on the side of fi­ 
nance because most of the con­ 
tributors are young in years 
and. as one Republican leader 
says. while frequently the voter 
who gives $1,000 feels he has 
done his whole duty, the giver 
of a smaller sum — ranging 
from $1 to $25 — is likely to 
give his time and energies to 
working among other voters.

The public response in 
contributions to the Republican 
committee was overwhelming 
Large sums also were ob­ 
tained by fund-raising rallies,

It s conceded by the Republi­ 
cans that they did not have as

Indeed, the Republican partv 
has heretofore had a record of 
a relatively small total number­ 
ed contributors, but this was 
changed considerably in the 1964 
campaign 


THE 
DEMOCRATS, accord 
ing to the latest information. 
will wind up their campaign 
with a deficit, even though they 
have had advantages which the 
Republicans do not enjoy.

News cameramen sent 
fresh film to T\' channels and 
the public viewed the storm 
on live television as it pound­ 
ed the coastal cities.
